Tins work consists of a series of personal observations upon a largo 
number of cases extending over many years. Tho conclusions, while 
of greater interest to tho physiologist, should nho prove of benefit to tho 
practitioner. Tho text is profusely, illustrated with original sphygmo- 
graphic tracings, and is subdivided into chnpters and ngnin into num¬ 
bered sub-headings, adding greatly to its value for refcrcnco.. Tho 
author advances original theories which are, for tho most part, logically 
supported by tracings from eases cited. As an instanco, may bo men¬ 
tioned bis division of irregular nulso into two groups: (A) tho youthful 
typo of irregularity, when tho irregularity occurs through variation in 
tho duration of tho diastolic period of tho cardiac cycle, and (B) tho 
adult typo of irregularity, when thero is a variation in tho duration.of 
tho systolic period ns well as in tho diastolic period of tho cardiac 
cycle. 

Particular attention is called to tho value of venous and liver tracings, 
which heretofore have attracted but littlo attention from tho diagnosti¬ 
cian. While it is difficult in a short review to g!vo an adequnto idea of 
this most carefully prepared work, yet it may he arid broadly that It 
would ho a valunblo addition to tho library of our. who would correctly 
interpret tho various phenomena of tho circulatory apparatus.

The Juno issuo of Program's Medicine is particularly interesting, 
Tho first portion, which relates to Surgery of tho Abdomen, presents 
abstracts of ft number of instructive contributions to surgical literaturo 
with well-clmsen comments upon them. Tho second portion deals with 
Gynecological literaturo; tho third, with Diseases of tho Blood and 
Ductless Glands, Hemorrhagic Diseases, and Metabolic Diseases, and 
tho fourth portion with Ophthalmology. 

Coloy, Clark, Stengel, and Jackson aro tho contributors, and this 
fact alono would suffice to insure tho value of the volume. To us this 
volume is one of tho most interesting of tho lato issues of this important 
publication. Tho articles relating to tho subjects under discussion hav.o 
ncen well chosen and well abstracted. As usual tho editors of tho vari¬ 
ous sections have not confined themselves to merely abstracting tho 
articles dealing with tho subjects u[>oii which they write, but thoy Imvo 
elaborated them and illuminated tho topics by their, own viows ami 
observations. It is this feature of Progressive Medicine which pro- 
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eminently distinguishes it from the various year-books nml coinpcndiums 
of medical knowledge which pour in such n flood from tho press at tho 
present time.

The Inst volume of the new edition of this invaluable publication covers 
from Ergot to Infiltrations. Its encyclopedic character renders it didi¬ 
cult to writo an analytical review, the iniinenso number of articles 
making it impossible to review all of them. As of special importance, 
however, may bo mentioned tho nrticlo by Itoyal Whitman on Disabili¬ 
ties of tho Foot and Congenital Dislocation of the Ilip. Tho articlo on 
Fractures, by Edward I/. Keyes, Jr., is exhaustive and presents tho 
most recent views on tho subject. Glanders is considered by W. T. 
Councilman. Goitro is ably treated of by Joseph II. l’rntt. The nrticlo 
on Wounds of the Heart, by I)r. lloswcll l’ark, is worthy of tho high 
standing of its author. Several biological questions of great interest 
nro discussed, namely, Heredity, by Adami, nml Evolution, by IJigelow. 

In reviows of tho previous volumes of this revised edition of this 
cncycloptcdia referenco has been made to tho fact that all of tho nrticlcs 
have not only been revised but practically rewritten, so that tho views 
presented nro in accord with tho very Intest advancement in medical 
scieuco.
